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1 . In view of allowance of claim 20, claims 21-26, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitations 
reciting a blade sharpener assembly including a sharpening stone, a deburring stone, a 
retractable shield, and a sharpening actuator wherein movement of the sharpening 
actuator initiates movement of the retractable shield and the sharpening stone/the 
deburring stone downwardly toward a blade to a sharpening position from a normal 
position while the retractable shield moves out of a normal shield position to a retracted 
position as claimed in combination with other limitations set forth in claims 20 and 27 
are not anticipated or made obvious by the cited prior art. Tweed discloses a 
sharpening assembly including two sharpening stones, a shutter, and an actuator 
wherein the two sharpening stones move to engage a blade on opposite sides of the 
blade while the shutter pivots away to expose the sharpening stone. However, Tweed 
does not teach movement of the sharpening actuator initiates movement of the 
retractable shield and the sharpening stone/the deburring stone downwardly toward the 
blade to the sharpening position from the normal position while the retractable shield 
moves out of the normal shield position to the retracted position as claimed in 
combination with other limitations set forth in claims 20 and 27.
